Frankfort, Ky.,. Nov. 
— In connection with the i 
new. d -stories of aconfessioi 
by Henry Voutsey in the 
Goebel eases, Prison Com- 
missioner .lames M. Richard- 
son has written a significant 
letter to his paper at Glas- 
gow, Ky. He refers to 
Youtsey as "a weak fool, 
probably the least guilty of 
a score," smd says :

of the tale that is told. 

' Men in high places will 
nay for the mountains to 
fall upon or rlee to the mount 
to save them and the long 
arm of stern, unrelenting 
justice will reach up and 
drag them down to the doom 
awaiting them and that 
should be meted out to all 
criminals."'
